About William Randolph Hearst 
By George Sokolsky 


T only m et W illiam Randolph 
H earst tw ice: once w hen I w as a 
boy and he w as a candidate for 
m ayor of N ew York City: the se c ­ 
ond tim e w as tw o years ago in 
his hom e in B everly H ills, w here 
he w as confined to his room, a 
very sick man. 
The Hearst of m y childhood was 
a fabulous personality w hose pro­ 
gram of m unicipal ow nership of 
public utilities w as looked upon 
as the 
w ildest 
s o f i a I ism . 
In 
fact, 
associated 
w ith him in the 
I n d e pendence 
League 
w e r e 
such socialists as 
Jam es G. P helps 
Stokes, 
Robert 
Hunter, 
R o s e 
Pastor 
Stokes, 
C h a r I e s 
Ed- 
Sokelsky 
a r e 
R .... 
and m any others. 
H earst’s battle in those 
days 
v. as against the trusts, against 
monopolies, arid he em ployed his 
genius for the graphic 
and the 
pictorial and the sim ple phrase 
to im press upon the average m an 
how he was being exploited by 
Wall Street. Few in this g e n e ra ­ 
tion recall those battles: yet it is 
no tab le th at the H earst program 
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of the first decade of this cen­ 
tury, then regarded as radical, 
has now com e to be acknow ledg­ 
ed the A m erican w ay of life. He 
was a generation ahead of his 
tim e 


Our parents on the East Side 
accepted Mr. 
H earst as 
their 
leader because they could under­ 
stand him. The constructive value 
of that lies in his em phasis on 
patriotism , loyalty and a profound 
affection for Am erican in stitu ­ 
tions. 


In those days, when our par­ 
ents w ere im m igrants and when 
the com m unities in w hich w e liv ­ 
ed w ere alm ost as European as 
the ones from which they came. 
the problem of A m ericanization 
-as taken seriously. We w anted 
to becom e part of A m erican life. 
’We wanted to be bound into the 
spsrd and soul of Am erica. W e 
wanted Am erica to absorb us. 
The H earst new spapers served 
this 
population of 
im m igrants 
and their children in a city like 
N ew York by consciously bridg- 
ing the gap betw een an older 
way of life a i rf toe new world. 
It can be said that he was sm art 
to build circulation that w ay, but 
I doubt seriou sly w hether he w as 
that busine.'- -cor,.-.cious. His forte 
seem ed to be to find a cause and 
to servo it. His cause was A m er- 
icanism - - 
fundam entalist, un­ 
derstandable, patriotic A m erican­ 
ism. 
T w o yea;s 
ago, 
wr en 
I 
was 
perm itted to visi* him by his phy­ 
sician, on w hat seem ed to be a 
very bad day for him, I rem ind­ 
ed him of his relationship to the 
A m ericanization work on the East 
Side. He recalled it all and then 
he said: 
“Sokolsky, the reason you and I 
really understand the ev ils of 
Com m unism is that w e w ere once 
fam iliar w ith the nature o f so ­ 
cialism ." 
That is so true in the sense that 


he m eant it. For w hereas the S o­ 
cialists whom he joined in the 
Independence L eague were seek - 
ing the betterm ent of m ankind 
and the exten sion of liberty and 
opportunity. The so-called M arx­ 
ist- have perverted an ideal ot 
human progress into the en sla v e­ 
m ent of m an to the state. 
M any w ill w rite of their in ti­ 
m ate associations with this man. 
They w ill praise or criticize his 
character and his personality. Of 
these I know little. For six years 
now . I have been w riting editori­ 
als for his new spaper, “The M ir­ 
ror,” rn N ew York, with a free­ 
dom from control unim aginable 
in any other organization. I asked 
him about that. He said: 
“If I have to tell a man what to 
do, I had better fire him .'’ 
.M ayb e others have not had that 
experien ce, but it was m ine and 
I have to go by the record of 
freedom w hich I have enjoyed 
not only as a colum nist but as an 
editorial wi rer. Since K ing F ea - 
tu ies. 
which 
distributes 
this 
colum n, and which Mr. Hearst 
ow ned, took m e on as a colum nist. 
I have never been a ked to w rite 
a colum n to fit a policy or, for 
that m atter, for any reason, nor 
has a colum n of m ine been killer: 
In 
fact, m y contract gives m e 
com plete authority over the text, 
dow n to the use of punctuation. 
Up to the very last he held the 
reins, w hich was rem arkable, con­ 
sidering his great age. As one 
w ho touched only the fringes of 
his personality, I must conclude 
that he w as of a generation in 
which a m an of his stature knew 
w hat he believed, was w illing to 
fight for his ideas, w as w illing 
to risk his fortune and court u n ­ 
popularity for w hat he believed 
to be true. He nearly lost his 
new spapers: he becam e a target 
of violent attack: but he never 
accepted com prom ise as a guide
